$0 Borah of Idaho Declares in 
a Remarkably Bold Speech 
in the Senate 


SAME RACIAL PREJUDICE 
INTHE NORTH AS IN SOUTH 


Borah’s Speech Was Made in 
Advocating Direct Vote for 


United States. Senators and/ 


Allowing States to Control 
the Elections---Borah Regrets 
Root Raised Race Question.

Washington, February 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Senator Borah, in a speech urg- 
‘ing the adoption of his 
looking to popular election of senators, 
today indulged in some amazingly 
frank and vigorous comment apropos 
of the hypocritical attitude of some 
people in the north and the republican 
party toward the negro. 

That prejudice against the negro is 
just as intense tn the north as in the 
south, and that the north plays the 
hypocrite in its contentions to the 
contrary, was boldly asserted by Sena- 
tor Borah. 

Stop Rhetoric About Negro. 

“We ought to cease this surfeiting 
the negro upon the  ~soporific ap- 
plications of rhetoric,” he said. 

“We ought no longer to put into The 
Conbressional Record and embalm their 
tender protestation given from year to 
year and from campaign to campaign.” 

The senator from Idaho from his 
speech did much to redeem his state 
from the reproach of having given Mr. 
Heyburn to congress and the country. 
As a legal argument it was a force- 
ful presentation of the case, and the 
plain talk about negro suffrage was 
patticular!y interesting to seuthern 
senators: . 

Mr. Borah holds that a man gets 
his right of sufffage from his state, 
and that the resolution he has offered 
will not interfere with this situation. 
Of course, the Sutherland amendment, 
which he opposes seeks to change this 
and extend the power of congress over 
state elections for United States sen- 
ators. 

Senator Borah said congress was 
powerless to deal with the question 
of suffrage in the states, and that 
there was no decision in the books to 
uphold the belief that the fourteenth 
‘and fifteenth amendments were 
strengthened by article 1, section 4, of 
the constitution. 

In Reply to Root. 

The Idaho senator’s pronouncement 
on the race question was made in re- 
sponse to the recent assertion of Sen- 
ator Root that without the Sutherland 
provision the resolution would deprive 
the southern negroes of federal pro- 
tection in the exercise of the franchise. 
Mr. Borah dissented from -the New 
York senator's view, and in doing so 
used language which elicited congrat- 
ulations from many senators. 

Notwithstanding Mr. Borah’s notice 
that he would ask the senate to sit 
today until a vote could be reached 
On the elections resolution the proceed- 
ings on that measure were confined 
to his own discussion of it. He suc- 
ceeded, however, in getting a concaes- 
gion that the resolution shouwld be 
taken up tomorrow immediately after 
the disposition of the routine business. 
The postponement was granted to ac- 
commodate a number of senators who 
still desire to speak on the subject. 

Mr. Borah contended that as the 
resolution stands, notwithstanding it 
gives the state legislatures control of 
senatorial elections, congress still 
would have the right to interfere pro- 
tection of any citizen whose right of 
franchise had been interfered with. 

The Idaho senator expressed deep re- 
gret that the race question had been 
brought into the controversy, and as- 
' gerted that its introduction was in- 
tended only to imperil the resolution. 
How Long Will North Play Hypocrite. 
' “I wonder how long the north is 
going to play the hypocrite and the 
moral coward on this quéstion,” said 
Mr. Borah, and added that that sec- 
tion always had assumed more wis- 
dom and more tolerance in dealing 
with this problem than had been dis- 
played elsewhere. He insisted that a 
eall of the roll of the northern states 
in Which there is any appreciable num- 
ber of negroes would demonstrate that 
‘the north had not dealt more leniently 
with the negro than had other sec- 
tions. 

“The northern states have exhibited 
the same race prejudice that has been 
shown elsewhere,” he asserted. “In the 
north we burn the negro at the stake, 
and there, as in other sections, we 
have our race wars. We push our ne- 
groes to the outer edge of the indus- 
trial world. We exhibit the same prej- 
udices, the same weaknesses, the same 
intolerance that is apparent in the 
southiand.”’ 

Mr. Borah declared that if congress 
had power, under the existing provi- 
sion of the constitution, giving con- 
gressional control over senatorial elec- 
tions, it should be exercised. 

“Tf that right exists, the north has 
the greater obligation under it be- 
cause it makes claim to it,” he said. 
“We assert the power, but we admit 
that we haven't had the moral courage 
to exercise it.”

Heyburn Resents the Threat 
Published in the Newspapers. 
That Taft Will Call Extra Ses- 
sion if Senate Doesn’t Pass 
Reciprocity Pact. 


Washington, February 16.—That the 
senate is sitting supine and disgrace- 
fully unresentful while it is being ac- 
cused of ‘“‘crimes blacker than those 
which occupy the attention of the 
criminal courts,”’ was asserted in that 
body today by Senator Heyburn. 

The Idaho senator’s resentment was 
aroused by ‘the publication today of 
an article in a local newspaper saying 
that only by making it plain that he 
would.call an extra session of congress 
could the president compel the senate 
to pass the Canadian reciprocity bill. 

Mr. Heyburn accepted this as an in- 
dication that some newspaper@nen “oc- 
cupying and walking on the floor of 
the senate’ were of the opinion that 
senators could be coerced to do that 
which is contrary to their consciences 
by the talk of an extra session. This, 
he interpreted as the “imputation of 
motives entirely {rreconcilable with the 


Thonor and dignity of the senate.” 


He declared that unless the senate 
had lost all self-respect, it could not 
pass over such a publication without 
taking notice of it. 

“& charge that any member of this 
body could be influenced by ‘the crack 
of the whip’ by someone else, is @ 
charge of cowardice,” said Mr. Hey- 
burn, “which could not be made with- 
out resentment by any one who, him- 
self was not a coward. When they 
charge that any oo-ordinate branch of 
the government can compel another co- 
ordinate branch to act as otherwise it 
would not, they charge corruption 
against the influencing body and cor- 
ruption and cowardice against those 
being influenced. Can we sit silent un-

RAFT CORRUPTS 
SCHOOL BOARDS 
UF PITTSBURG 


Revelations as Starling as In 
the Smoky City's Councit- 
manic Graft Scandal 


TEACHERS FORCED TO PAY 
FOR THEIR APPOINTMENTS 


It Is Charged That Gamblers, 
Bartenders and Other Unfit 
Persons Have Been Placed 
on the School Boards of the 
City by the Political Bosses 
to Control Votes. 


Pittsburg, February 16-—Graft in 
the Pittsburg school boards as ex- 
posed in a bulletin issued to the public 
| by the Voters’ Civic League this morn- 
ing has not yet received official notice 
from the district attorney, who, after 
reading the bulletin, said he would 
wait to ascertain if the league would 
make informations, and take up the 
prosecution of the alleged offenders, 
as it did in the councilmen graft last 
spring. 

For a year the league, an independ- 
ent reform organization, has employed 
detectives, as it did in the pervious 
graft scandal, hich wrecked reputa- 
tions, sent almost a hundred men to 
the district attorney’s immunity bath 
and landed several scores in jail and 


the penitentiary. 

The league declares it intended to 
prosecute the offenders, Dut they were 
so numerous that the arrest of all 
would clog the wheels of justice. The 
bulletin is, therefore, given the public 
as a warning to the wrongdoers, that 
they might mend their ways. 

Gamblers and Bartenders on Hoard. 

No nameg are mentioned, but the 
personnel of the school boards of the 
individual wards—a representative 
from each of which composes the cen- 
tial board of education—~is attacked, 
the charge being made “that the ma- 
jority are gambiers, bartenders, saloon- 
keepers, political employees, placed on 
the boards to contro! votes, mill work- 
ers and others with inadequate educa- 
tion to govern the instruction of chil- 
dren,”’. and a score more men equally 
objectionable, in the judgment of the 
league. 

The charge is made that grafting 
through contracts is prevalent to such 
an extent that it can not be described. 
A few cases cite that as low at $25 
was paid board members and as high 
as $1,000 for votes to place contracts. 
On one contract of $200,000 it is as- 
serted that one-third of the amount 
was paid to school board *members in 
graft. 

Teachers Pay for Places. 

“Teachers have been forced to pay 
janitors and 
truant officers hold up and when ev- 
erything else failed the grafting di- 
rectors can always borrow money 
from agents and contractors who do 
business with the schooL The money 
is never returned,” says the report. 

“School picnics have become popular 
in recent years, and especially with 
the lower wards of the city. It is ille- 
gal to spend school funds for such 
purposes. Some of those school pic- 
nics have been nothing more than 
drunken orgies for the directors and 
their dissolute and disreputable 
friends. Children from the _ schools 
have been taken to picnics with men 
and women of the under world. They 
have seen drunken women from the 
tenderloin on the dancing platform, 
and gamblers plying their vocation on 
their grounds.” 


FIGHT BEING FORCED 
ON THE VETO MEASURE 
Whole Time of Commons Ap- 


propriated Until 
Easter. 


London, February 16.—In the house 
of commons today after a nine-hour 
debate, Premier Asquith’s motion ap- 
propriating the whole time of the 
house until Easter to the veto bill in 
order to get it through before the cor- 
onation, was carried under cloture, 196 
to 118. ’ 

During the debate the prime minis- 
ter said he expected the veto bill would 
be sent to the house of lords early in 
May, and that the lords would give 
their decision thereon before the cor- 
onation. This optimism.on the part of 
Mr. Asquith is interpreted in some 
quarters as indicating the possibility 
of a compromise being arrived at, as 
it is contended that otherwise it would 
be vain to hope that the bill could be 
disposed of so quickly. Thus far, how- 
ever, the unionists gave no sign of re- 
lenting.

Foelker Appears as Witness

New York, February 16.—Technically 
the chief witness for the prosecut.on, 
Congressman Otto G. FoelKer assumed 
the role of a defendant today in the 
case of the People v. Frank Gardner, 
formerly a -co-member with Foelker, 
of the state senate. 

In his testimony, given originally 
before the Merritt joint legislative 
committee, and repeated twice today 
on the witness stand, Foelker accused 
Gardner of offering him a bribe of 
$12,000 to vote against the Hart-Agnew 
racing bill enacted in 1908. The bill 
passed by 1 vote, and Foelker, who 
had himself carried from ae sick 
bed to cast it, was then acclaimed the 
moral hero of the hour. Subsequently 
he was sent to congress. 

On cross-examination: of Foelker, the

Milwaukee, February 16.—There are 
14.818,.761 Roman Catholics in the 
(Inited States, according to the 1911 
Wiltzius official Catholic directory, 
now in press. The figures given does 
not include the Catholics in the Phii- 
ippines, Porto Rico or Hawaltiian Is- 
lands, for if these were added, the 
number of Roman Catholics under the 
Stars and Stripes would be nearly 33,- 
000,000. 

According to the directory there are 
in the United States 17,084 Catholic 
priests and 18,461 churches. Of this 
number 9,017 have resident pastors. 
Catholics also control 4,972 parishial 
schools with an attendance of 1,370,- 
131. In addition to these there are 225 
colleges for boys and 696 qoademies 
for girls and 82 eccleciastical semi- 
narles.

Athens, Ga., February 16.—(Special) 
A loss estimated at 10 o’clock tonight 
to be $600,000, was sustained by the 
Empire State Chemical Company in 
the burning of the greater part of 
their fertilizer plant, just outside the 
limits of the corporation at Athens. 

The fire began gt 98 o'clock in the 
mill, where the ingredients composing 
the fertilizers were ground, and 
burned until past midnight. 

The night watchman discovered the 
mill on fire and believed that the ori- 
gin is attributable to an abraded elec- 
trio wire. 

Nearly 600 hands, mostly negroes, 
were employed in the plant, and were 
at work at the time the fire was dis- 
covered, the factory being operated 
night and day. 

Wind-Driven Flames Ravage Plant. 

The strong east wind swept the 
flames through the long mixing bulld- 
ing and the fire was soon beyond con- 
trol. 

The building, about 600 feet long 
and 150 feet wide, stored with ferti- 
lizer materials and finished stock for 
the opening spring trade, was totally 
consumed. 

The acid plant, separate and at the 
east end of the works, was not dam- 
aged 

The insurance on the 0»building 
burned was $100,000, the estimated loss 
of this building, with the machinery 
and the heavy stock now on hand, will 
be fully $500,000. The stock was par- 
tially covered by insurance. 


Seven cars on the Georgia railroad, 


sidetracks, near the plant, were 
burned and several others damaged.

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St. Petersburg. February 16—The sen- 
sationa] trial of Count Patrick O’Brien 
de Lassy, Dr. Pantchenko and Madame 
charged with the murder of 
Count Vassilli Bouturlin, came to an 
end tonight, when a verdict of guilty 
was returned by the jury in the case 
of de Lassy and Pantchenko, and not 
guilty in the case of the woman. De 
Lassy was sentenced to penal servi- 
Serer Hif0, and Pantchenko to fif- 
teen years’ imprisonment. The jury 
noted extenuating circumstances in 
Pantchenko’s favor, which accounts 
for the lighter punishment meted out 
to him. 

Some Starling Evidence. 

The trial aroused enormous inter-~- 
est and developed some startling testi- 
mony. Prior to the beginning of the 
proceedings, Pantchenko made a con- 
fession, in which he accused de Lassy 
of hiring him to poison Count Vassilll, 
who was heir to General Bouturlin’s 
millions. De Lassy’s wife is the 
daughter of General Bouturlin, and 
the removal of Vassilli would natural- 
ly mean that the general’s great estate 
wold go to his daughter. 

On the witness stand Pantchenko 
denied the confession, and made so 
many erratic statements that he came 
to be thought practically insane. Much 
evidence was adduced, however, to 
show that he and de Lassy had very 
intimate dealings together. At the 
end of the trial de Lassy was quite 


= 


overcome. He attempted to make a 
speech to the jury, but ended abruptly 
by saying: “I can not talk. I leave 
the fate of myself and relatives to 
your minds and your hearts.” 

The Degree of His Guilt. 

Pantchenko, in an incoherent speech, 
said that he did not repudiate his con- 
fession, but wished to specify the de- 
gree of his guilt. He said that the 
question now was whether a Russian 
physician was capable of such a das- 
tardly crime, and to this proudly an- 
swered no. Petropavlosky, he declared, 
wishing fame, was the author of the 
poisoning story, and that a newspaper 
helped him. 

“De Lassy did exhort me to poison 
Bouturlin,” continued Pantchenko, 
“and thinking that I had accidentally 
poisoned him, I told the magistrate so. 
But this confession seemed too lIittle 
for him. He continually drummed into 
my ears, ‘Confess, confess,’ and sug- 
gested various poisons. Finally, in a 
weak moment, I told myself that if the 
truth doesn’t serve, then I will lie. I 
mentioned toxin. The magistrate then 
said, ‘Now, we are going to be 
friends.’ 

“Whatever the verdict may be, my 
conscience is tranquil with reference 
to Bouturlin, but tortures me’ because 
of four families whose peace I have 
violated out of rank fear.”

I mportant Amendments 


|Made by Sec. MacVeagh. 


Fecentior Deductions Will Be 
Allowed for Depreciation of 
Property---Many Classes of 
Corporations Affected by the 
Amendments. 


Washington, February 16.—Import- 
ant amendments to the regulations 
governing the collection of the corpora- 
tion tax have been approved.by Secre- 
tary MacVeagh and 0Oofficially an- 
nounced. 

Principal among the changes is a 
provision for the depreciation of mines, 
oll or gas wells and other deposits of 
nature. The problem of how to tax 
properly a well or a mine which was 
being exhausted by continual working, 
was a knotty one, and to solve it some 
of the noted mineral experts in the 
country were called into conference. 


Allowance for Depreciation. 


Hereafter, in such cases, in comput- 
ing the net income, deductions wili be 
allowed for depreciation from ore and 
mineral deposits upon the basis of the 
original capital investment cost. A 
further deduction will also be allowed, 
though not including the same in the 
item of gross income, forthe unearned 
increment represented tn such proper- 
ties (&@ January 1, 1909. 

This will be determined from an es- 
timate of the fair market value of -h»

Other amendments affecting depre- 
ciation are: 

Depreciation of a company’s stock ts 
a loss to the stockholders, but not a 
loss to the company issuing it, and 
cannot be allowed as a reduction. 

Deduction owing to depreciation of 
property must be based on the lifetime 
ae property, its cost, its value and 
Good will represents the value of a 
business over and above the value ot 
the property, and is chargeable only to 
capital investment account, and is not 
an allowable deduction from the in- 
come. 

Removal of timber from lands mere- 
ly by cutting will not be allowed as a 
depreciation, but will be considered 
a change of form of assets. 


Many Corporations Affected. 


The other amendments affect many 
classes of corporations. 

Charitable institutions supported by 
voluntary contributions or state ap- 
propriations will be exempt from tax. 

Building and loan associations which 
lertd money to others than members are 
not thereby removed from the exempt- 
ed class. 

Pensions paid by corporations to re- 
tired employees or their families or 
others dependent upon them or on ac- 
count of injuries received, will be prop- 
er deductions under “ordinary and nee- 
essary expenses,” but gifts or gratui- 
ties to employees of a corporation will 
not be allowed in that class. 

Donations made for persons con- 
nected with the operation of a pro- 
erty when limited to charitable insti- 
tutions, hospitals or educational] insti- 
tutions, conducted for the benefit of 
employees, will be allowed as a deduc- 
tion. 

Returns for the current year are 
now being compiled, and Commissioner 
Cabell, of the internal revenue bureau, 
estimates the government will collect 
about $25,000,000 this year from the

In arguing for the change, Senator 
Sutherland said that there should be 
only one court of original] jurisdiction 
intsead of two, and that the status of 
the federal judicial system was an ab- 
Surdity because “jurisdiction has been 
conferred upon the district court in a 
class of cases which might as well have 
been conferred upon the circuit court, 
and vice versa. he way in which the 
jurisdiction has been conferred upon 
these separate courts is altogether ar- 
bitrary.”’ 

Bill Would Save 8250,000 Yearly.

Armed Blacks Stood About the 
Stanford, Ky., Jail - 
mined to Fight. 


Stanford, Ky., February 186.—~A mob 
of negroes, heavily armed, stood on 
guard outside the jai] here last night 
prepared to resist any attempt of a 
white mob to lynch the blacks, Louis 
Gregory and Curley Johnson, held for 
the robbery of three white tobacco 
farmers on the Danville pike last Mon.

CRIPPLING THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

Senator La Follette, of Wisconsin, has introduced in the senate 
a resolution that is virtually an indictment of the efficiency of the 
postoffice department. 

What is, by implication, charged in his request for specific in- 
formation had already been reflected in the house of representatives 
in a protracted and remarkable debate upon the postoffice appro- 


The accusation, speaking broadly, is that the department, in 
the desire, amounting almost to a mania to establish a reputation 
for “economy,” has introduced in the posta] service a policy of al- 
leged “retrenchment” that is fast paralyzing the efficiency and 
demoralizing the employees of the department of the federal gov- 
ernment that comes closest to the largest number of citizens. 

The La Follette resolution called specifically for information 
covering mail service on the Washington-Atlanta line of the South- 
ern Railway. | 

But that is not the only great southern system involved in a 
cheese-paring policy that delays United States mails from’ six to 
twenty-four hours, overworks railway mail service employees to 
the point of exhaustion, and maintains in every branch of the 
postal service a petty espionage that cows alike the highest and 
the lowest officials. 

Effective March 10, two lines of 60-foot mail cars on the At- 
lanta-Birmingham branch of the Southern are to be cut, this order 
affecting trains 11 and 12. The primary effect of this policy will, 
of course, be congestion in mail service between these two import- 
ant points, not to mention through mail and local mai! distribu- 
tion in both directions. 

The secondary effect is to reduce the salaries of three clerks 
from $1,500 to $1,300 a year, and three other men’s salaries from 
$1,300 to $1,100. 

But the demoralization wrought by this one change ordered 1s 
trivial compared to that which would follow a more important 
change contemplated and probable of adoption. 

It 1s proposed to save expenses—and incidentally to cripple 
the mail service—between Hamlet and Atlanta, on the Seaboard 
Air Line, by substituting thirty-foot apartment cars for forty-foot 
mail cars. This “retrenchment” will reduce the salaries of four 
men from $1,500 to $1,300, four from $1,300 to $1,200 and four 
others from $1,300 to $1,100. 

Trains 38 and 37 on the Southern Railway are among the most 
important of the communication links between north and south, 
not to mention the enormous and growing volume of local mail in 
both directions. Business men in every portion of the southeast- 
ern territory are affected by the schedules of these mail carriers. 

The department proposes to reduce the mail service on these, 
known as the “Vestibuled”, trains between Greenboro and Atlanta 
from sixty-foot mail cars to thirty-foot apartment cars. This 
“economy” would cut the salaries of four men from $1,500 to 
$1,300, four from $1,300 to $1,200 and four more from $1,200 to 
$1,100. “Economy” is to be gained in another direction. 

The government pays no rent for mail storage cars or for 
mail cars under forty-foot length. It simply pays tonnage on the 
amount of mail hauled. 

So that by the device proposed for this important run the gov- 
ernment will save another $6,000 a year by forcing the railroad to 
couple, rent free, a sixty-foot storage car to a thirty-foot mail car 
for the transportation of this mail. : 

The arrangement means that train 37 would have only thirty 
feet matl-working space, leaving Greensboro, and would provide 
sacks and pouches sufficient only to work the North Carolina mail. 
Part of the South Carolina mail for Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and western states would have to be carried nearly to 
the Georgia line before space could be cleared for its distribution. 

The result would be that about one-fourth of the mail would 
go by its destination and about one-fourth of the Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana and western states mail would be dis- 
tributed under the terminal shed at Atlanta, involving a delay of 
from six to twenty-four hours in delivery. 

What do the business men of the southeastern territory think 
of the “efficiency” that is bought at such drastic expense to their 
interests? 

The same condition, reversed, would apply to train 38, north- 
bound, the mail from the southeast destined for points in North 
Carolina, Virginia and the eastern states being delayed from six to 
twenty-four hours. 

Inspectors totally unfamiliar and wholly out of sympathy with 
local conditions have been selected by the government to plan and 
install these policies of “retrenchment.” 

Is it strange that they have outlined “reforms” which, if adopt- 
ed, will upset the mail facilities of the southeastern territory from 
top to bottom? 

Another phase of the “retrenchment” mania of the department 
is even more prolific in confusion and demoralization.

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AN APPALACHIAN FOREST RESERVATION. 


The bill creating an Appalachian and White Mountain forest 
reservation, which, having overwhelmingly passed the senate, now 
goes to President Taft for his signature, is second only in import- 
ance to the Canadian reciprocity pact in the list of measures con- 
sidered by the present session of congress. 

Under the terms of the act, $10,000,000 is appropriated for the 
purpose of creating reservations in the Appalachian and White 
Mountain systems, that sum to be expended at the rate of $2,000,000 
for five years. : 

Its enactment represents.a hard struggle extending over a 
period of eight years, in which southern sentiment was educated 
and focalized in a manner almost dramatic. The Constitution feels 
a particular gratification in the passage of the bill, since this paper 
took the initiative in the fight for a conservation policy in this 
section. 

Speaking in general terms, the law will operate to maintain 
such forest reservations along these mountain chains as will regu- 
late stream-flow and rainfall, prevent soil erosion on farms in the 
states tributary, insure the navigability of connecting streams and 
safeguard the sources of water power. 

So fundamental are these factors as to effect posterity in about 
as large a degree as the generation now ruling. 

It is to be hoped that the bill just enacted is simply the pre- 
cursor of a federal and state policy applied to the eastern half of the 
country, which will eventually give proper expression to our role as 
custodians only of the nation’s material resources.

He Tells the Senate It 
Must Be Passed. 


If Measure Is Not Passed Taft 
Says That He Will at Once 
Call an Extra Session---Ben- 
net Introduces Resolution to 
Annex Canada. 


Washington, February 16.—Falilure 
of the Canadian reciprocity agreement 
to pass the senate will force President 
Taft to call an extra session of con- 
gress, if the administration is de- 
termined to press the agreement. This 
declaration was made today by Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, following a confer- 
ence at the white house with the pres- 
ident over pending legislation. Sena- 
tors Lodge and Root were present, also. 

Senator Smoot announced that the 
senate would be given all opportunity 
@o discuss the reciprocity measure. 
The senator believes that once in the 
senate, however, the bill will meet ov- 
structive tactics that would prevent a 
vote before the close of congress, 
March 4. 

No Smothering in Committee. 

The Canadian reciprocity measure 
will be considered by the senate com- 
mittee on finance at a special session 
Saturday. It is not likely that the bill 
will be disposed of in the committee in 
one day, although all its members are 
agreed that action shall not be delay- 
e4 unnecessarily. Senators Lodge and 
Smoot, who are members of the com- 
mittee, today assured President Taft 
the bil] would not be smothered in 
committee, regardless of how much op- 
position there might be to it. 

From present indications the Dill 
will be returneg to the senate about 
Wednesday and certainly not later 
than Thursday. It may be that no re- 
port. either favorable or adverse, will 
be made upon it, chiefly for the rea- 
son that the objections which membDers 
of the committee hold to the meas- 
ure led them to desire to amend it if 
it Is to be given the force of commit- 
tee approval. In view of @#his atti- 
tude the members of the committee 
feel that it will be better to submit 
the whole matter directly to the sen- 


) ate without recommendation, all mem- 
gbers reserving 


the right 
whatever course their individual opin- 
fons may suggest when it is consider- 
ed on the floor. However, all this may 
be changed when the committee méetis. 

Senate leaders are not sanguine of 
reaching a vote and many of them 
are inclined to the belief that an extra 
session cannot be avoided. 

Report Against Reciprocity. 

The views of the minority members 
of the house committee on ways and 
means who oppose the enactment of 
the McCall bill to carry out the pro- 
visions of the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement, were presented last night 
twenty-four hours after the bill had 
passed the house. 

The minority report condemns the 
Canadian agreement as being incon- 
sistent with the pdlicy of protection, 
is characterized as a violation of the 
traditions and the platforms of the re- 
publican party and as class legislation 
of the most obnoxious character. 

The report is signed by Representa- 
tives Dalzell.of Pennsylvania: Cader- 
head, of Kansas; Fordney, of Michigan; 
Gaines, of West Virginia; Dwight, of 
New York, and Ellis, of Oregon, a]l re- 
publicans, and additional views against 
the bill are attached by Representa- 
tive Broussard, democrat, of Louisiana 
FOR ANNEXATION OF CANADA 

BENNETT OFFERS RESOLUTION 

Washington, February 16—Repre- 
sentative Bennet, of New York, one of 
the republicans who voted against Ca- 
nadian reciprocity, today introduced in 
the house a resolution requesting the 
president to enter into negotiations 
with the British government looking 
to the annexation of Canada by the 
United States. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign af- 
fairs. 

In speaking of the resolution, Mr. 
Bennet insisted that he was both seri- 
ous and sincere. He declared that to 
his mind annexation was the logical 
result to be looked forward to follow- 
ing reciprocity. 

Mr. Bennet declared the recitprocity 
Measure passed by the house was not 
equitable and would not please the ma- 
jority of the people. Fer instance, he 
said, it placed wheat on the free list, 
but kept a duty on flour: it put cattle 
on the free list. but maintained a duty 
on meat and meat products 

Several members of congress who re- 
ported the reciprocity bill expressed 
the opinion that the Bennet resolution 
ie caloulated to prejudice the two 
countries against final approval of the 
agreement 
BRITISH COLUMBIA SOLONS 

CONDEMN RECIPROCITY PACT 

Victoria, B. CC. February 16.—The 
British Columbia legislature has adopt- 
ed the resolution introduced two weeks 
ago condemning the reciprocity agree- 
ment between the United States and 
Cana4a. There was only one dissent- 
ing vote. . 

Premier McBride spoke at length on 
the resolution, asserting that he re- 
wards reciprocity with the United 
States as unnecessary and uncalled for 
by conditions existing in Canadian 
trade. He said that although he be- 
lieves freer trade with the United 
States woul4 not weaken Canadian 
loyalty to Great Britain, it would not 
assist in bringing the Dominion and 
the mother country closer together. 
He interprets the agreement as a de- 
parture from the established policy 


which both parties in Canada have rec- 


ognized as vital to the welfare of the 
Dominion. 
TY PACT DISCUSSED 

' BY THE CANADIAN PARLIAMENT 

Ottawa, Ont., February 16.—To keep 
pace with the rapid progrese of legis- 
lation on the reoiprocity agreement at 
Washington, the government today de- 
cided to insist upon a continuation of 
parliamentary debate on the question 
instead of postponing it unti) next 
week.

Army of Governor Vega : 
in Full Retreat, 


Gov. Vega Himself Severely 
Wounded in Battle With 
Rebels in Lower California. 
Rebel Force on the Heels of 
the Fleeing Regulars. 


Mexicali, Mexico, February 16.—De- 
feated- and itn full retreat, the army of 
Governor Vega, of Lower California, 
is hurrying back tonight toward Dnse- 
mada by way of the Cocopah mountein 
pass, southwest of here. Vega hime 
self is severely wounded. 

This was confirmed today by coum 
lers who got into commuication with. 
the fleeing federals. One insurrecto 
bullet pierced Vega’s neck, and an- 
other his left side, causing a serious 
wound In a litter rigged like a sedan 
chair, he is being carried southward ~ 
by his men. Simon Berthold, second - 
in command of the insurrecto forces in 
Mexicala, left today with about 100 
men, and it is supposed that he is in 
pursuit of the retreating regulars. 

Rebels Remain Intrenched. 

The main body of the rebels remains 
intrenched in the arroyos washed out 
by the Colorado river during the last 
rampage. They are waiting the ar- 
rival of the federal forces, which are 
believed to be on the way from So- 
nora by way of Yuma. 

It is understood that these troops 
will be sent to where the break of the 
Colorado river into the Rio Abejos is 
being closed by Colonel Ockerson at 
an expense of about a million dollars. 
They are supposed to protect that 
work from molestation by insurgents. 
Locally, this protection is considered 
unnecessary, as the insurgents will 
have to travel long distances to reach 
the break, and would accomplish noth- 
ing by placing any difficulties in the 
way of Colonel Ockerson’s work. The 
location of the work is approximately 
sixty miles east of Mexicali. 

Screened by Burning Bridge. 

Calexico, California, February 16.— 
Screened by the smoke of a still burn- 
ing railroad bridge and smokdering 
mesquite bushes, the insurrectos be- 
gan a movement today evidently in- 
tended as a return attack upon the 
Mexican federals. 

The rebels had a!!l the advantage of 
position. Berthold and Leyva placed 
$00 armed and unarmed men in & 2ig- 
zag line across the arroyas leading 
to the New river. From this protec-. 
tion they poured a heavy fre into. 
Vega'’s troops. The latter displayed 
much daring. Once they charged the 
rebel position, but being outnumbered 
they were easily forced back. 

It was in this charge that the fed- 
erals suffered their heaviest losses. 

The insurgents have a further ad- 
vantage in the attendance of an Amier- 
ican army surgeon end the civilian 
physicians of Calexico. The federals 
are believed to be without medicinal 
facilities. 

Bridges Blown Up. 

General Berthold. the American s80- 
clalist, second in command of the rebel 
force holding Mexicali. blew up one 
railroad bridge last night end fired - 
another to the eastward of Mecicali 
today. This was done, he said, to im- 
pede the progress of the federals who 
were believed to be coming to Mex- 
foali by way of Yuma 

The rebel commander was somewhat 
resentful of what he terme the evident 
intention of the government at Wash- 
ington to grant the Diaz troops ad- 
vantages not enjoyed ty the insur- 
rectos. 

General T. EH. Bliss, U. S&S A, com- 
manding the department of California, 
arrived here today. 

A request wae made on him by of- 
ficials of the California Development 
Company. which supplies irrigation 
waters to the Imperial Valley to send 
soldiers to safeguard their property. 

General Bliss telegraphed to Wash- 
ington for instructions and reecived the 
response that not a single American 
soldier was to cross the boundary line 
without direct instructions from Wagh- 
ington. 

No Trace of the Rebele. 

El Paso, Texas, February 16--Small 
cavalry scouting parties under Colonel 
Rabago returned to Jaurez tonight, 
after spending the day secouting the 
country in the immediate vicinity of 
that city. They were unable to find 
trace of any insurgent bands and re- 
ported that no attempt was made to ap- 
proach Guadaleupe, the present head- 
quarters of the insurrectos. 

General Navarro tonight declined te 
confirm the report that he would lead 
an expedition against Guadaloupe to- 
morrow. However, today’s scouting op- 
erations showed that the country is 
clear for several miles in that direc- 
tion and it is believed a movement 
against Guadaloupe is contemplated by 
the federals. :

DR, TOEPEL TALKS 
10 BASKETBALLERS 


Spoke on“PhysicalTrain- 


ing in Schools” at Their 


Banquet. 


The City Basketball League’lheld a 
banquet at Folsom’s restaurant last 
night, which was largely attended and 
most thoroughly enjoyed by all of those 
present. It was a fitting climax to a 
most successful season, and the ban- 
quet proved a means of cementing the 
good feltowship that has existed among 


the members of all of the teams during: 


tne season. 

The address of the evening was de- 
livered by Dr. Theodore Toepel, who 
chose as his subject the interesting 
topic, “Physical Training in the Pub- 
lic Schools,” this topic being of vital 
interest at this time. 

This topic is not only a most inter- 
esting one in Atlanta, but the teaching 
of physical culture and hygiene in tine 
schools throughout the United States 
has now become to be recognized aS an 
essential, and no longer one of the 
frills’’ in the public school system. 

In part, Dr. Toepel said as follows: 

“Medical societies everywhere have 
discussed the increasingly frequent oc- 
currence of nervous conditions of va- 
rious Kinds among growing children. 
These. conditions not only produce 
symptoms in themselves, but lead to 
the exaggeration of the symptoms of 
other ailments: E.ven slight febrile 
conditions in nervous children give rise 
to a severe figor to mental symptoms 
bordering on delirium and to functional] 
disturbances, especially in the gastro- 
intestinal tract, the kidneys and the 
skin, which are unwarrantably severe. 
It is very evident that this supersena- 
sitiveness of the nervous system Is due 
to unnatural conditions in child life. 
If there is anytihng that is typical of 
the young animal and the young child, 
it is the restlessness that characterizes 
them, so that normally only a smali 
portion of their working state is passed 
in rest. This is, of course, an incon- 
venient thing in city life. 

“There is no doubt that a prominent 
though often unrecognized factor in 
the production of the nervousness of 
the city children is the present system 
or teacning in the public schools, which 
assumes that education is proportional 
to the amount of information, useful 
and otherwise, which can be crammed 
into children. In order to secure a co- 
operation of the children in this mis- 
taken notion, competitions and exami- 
nations are devised that to a sensitve, 
ambitious child become eventually a 
positive nightmare of anxiety. The 
child’s vital force during its develop- 
mental period is too precious to be 
wasted in this way. 

“Nervous disorders must be prevent- 
ed, rather than cured. As far as pos- 
sibie, the artificiality of a city life 
must give way for the children at least. 
The public school can do a great deal 
toward remedying these detrimental 
physical conditions, if one considers 
that most of the children attend school 
from 6 to 14 years, a period of eipht 
years, and a large per cent attend the 
high schools four years additional. 

“It is evident that the public school 
assumes a great responsibility for the 
intellectual, physical and moral well- 
being of the children who are being 
moulded into anything that the pub- 
lic school wishes to make of them. 
During these years the childs body 
matures physically, and any disregard 
of the laws of nature intentionally or 
otherwise is criminal and irremediable. 

“It is. evident that there is some- 
thing wrong somewhere’when statis- 
tics prove that the children during the 
three months out of shool increase 
more in weight and height than dur- 
ing the nine months in school. 

» “The amount of time that is spent 
for physical training in the primary 
and grammar grades of. she Atlanta 
schools if fifteen minutes a day. Dur- 
ing theacomparatively few moments al- 
lotted if is obviously impossible to at- 


tempt, even to each pupil, that general 
Physical exercise which all children 
need. That is, it is not possible, dur- 
ing the school day, to undertake that 
general physical training which be- 
longs to the playground, tq the athletic 
field, or to the home. Neither is it 
possible, in this brief time, to give the 
pupils all the recreation that is needed. 
The first and most important aim of 
our school gymnastics is to counteract 
the effect of the school desk. . 

“Atianta is spening today per year 
for teachers $336,035.80 to drill the so- 
called essentials and the unavoidable 
frills. She is spending for medical ex- 
aminers and nurses, to discover dis- 
eased conditions of the children, $6,200, 
and 58 per cent of the children were 
found to have some physical defects. 
She ts spending only $2,180.50 a year 
to prevent disease, to make school life 
more happy and healthful. In other 
words, $342,235.80 is spent to cram and 
confine and discover the physical de- 
fects produced by these methods, and 
Only $2,183.50 to counteract conditions. 
And this must be done by two experts, 
with a body of teachers where only a 
few had the required physical training 
m the Girls’ High school and normal 
school, or 476 hours of instruction in 
the science of making the body an 
obedient servant of the mind and train- 
ing the organs to functionate physi- 
Ologically.”’

W. T. Buchanan and A. Wasser 
Believe Cheaper Prices 


Will Result. 


Is the much-maligned cold4 storage 
egg responsible in part for the high 
lcost of living? 

W. T. Buchanan, inspector of weights 
and measures, and A. Wasser, meat in- 
spector, after thorough investigation, 
are unanimous in the belief that the 
cold storage eee has contributed its 
share to the swum total of the high coset 
of existence and, therefore, they are 
camping on the trail of the cold stor- 
age ere. 

It should be understood that neither 
Mr. Buchanan nor Mr. Wasser contem- 
plate any personal injury to the egg’ 
per se, but they do intend to see that 
the cold storage variety is properly 
branded when offered for sale, in com- 
pliance with the ordinance introduced 
by Alderman Everett and passed some 
time ago by council. 

The officers belleve that when la- 
beled, cold storage eggs will be sold 
cheaper, and if they ahe sold cheaper, 
then it follows, probably, that the 
price of fresh eggs will have to come 
down a notch. They also believe that 
labeling will prevent egg speculation, 
and that when the supply is plentiful, 
dealers. instead of corraling a house- 
ful and putting them oni ce for.the 
season of high prices, will disposé of 
them as early as possible.

It should be remembered that he ad- 
vanced north with a force comprising 
personnel and equipment selected from 
the best in his entire command, and 
with conditions of ice and weather 
growing better all the time. He, there- 
| fore, naturally made better speed than 
‘could be accomplished by a larger par- 
ty which is always retarded by its 
weakest unit. But this tncreased rate 
of travel was not abnormal, for when 
the party had again reached land and 
man and beast had been thoroughly 
rested, Peary spurted back to the ship, 
‘covering over one’ hundred miles of 
‘ground in “two sleeps,” or nearly as 
‘much distance as made by him In seven 
days from April-1, to April 6, 1907." 

House Rushing Work. 

The house began today to feel the 
pressure of the approaching end of the 
session.

country they are situated. When the 
exigencies of this debate are over, the 
question of our power will settle back 
to where it has been for forty years, 
and the exercise of that power will 
pursue the same channel] that it has 
for forty years.”
